THE WHISKEY TRUST. 


Ancther Eig Deal Said to Be in Process of 
Incubation. 


New York, Sept. 30.—The Whisky Trust is 
incubating another big deal. At present this 
trust controls nearly every distillery of any 
consequence lu this country. The object of 
the trust is, not only to control the output of 
liquor, but also to control its price. So far it 
has been eminently successful. During the 
past few days a number of representatives 
of this monopoly have been seen in Washing- 
ton and there has n much specuia- 
tion as to just what they . were do- 
ing there, rom an inside source the 
Post-DIsPaTCH learned that they will ask 
Congress to put an extra tax on raw spirits. 
The present tax is 90 cents a galion, The 
reason for this action is not far to seek. At 
the present time the trust has under its con- 
trol 8,000,000 galions ot spirits. When refined 
and made into whisky this is quite enough to 
keep all the nations pf the world in good ha- 
mor for some little time. An extra tax on 
this product would in itself be an extra tax 
on whisky. An ektra tax on whisky would 
mean an increasé of price. Of course this 
extra tax is only to be levied on the product 
turned out after the passage of the act im- 
posing the extra tax.

WasHIxcTox, Sept. 380.—The resolution of 
Mr. Chandler (Rep.) calling for information 
astothecommission now investigating the 
New York Custom house was laid before the 


Senate this morning. 
The following is the text of it: x 

Ived. That the Secretary of the Treasary de 
1 to inforin the Senate whether a national 
commission composed of private eltirens is investi- 
gating the New York Custem-house and making re- 
portsagd recommendations concerning the same 
and i? e to further inform the Senate whoare the 
members ef said commission; by what authority of 
law they have been appointed and paid; whet is 
their compensation and 7rom what appropriation 
the payments have been and are to be made, and to 
transmit to the Senate copies of all letters toand 
from said commission or its members and all reports 


therefrom. 
Mr. Chandler addressed the Senate in sup- 


portof its adoption. He sald the object of 
the resolution was toascertain the facts from 
the Treasury Department, and after ascer- 
taining them to invoke, if necessary, the ac- 
tion of Congress to prevent the appointment 
of officers or nominalofficers of the United 
States withont warrant of constitution or 
of law and contrary to the spirit of both. 

The existonce of the commission, Mr. 
Chandler said, raised an important question 
of ine adminstration of statutes, which were 
‘deserving of fair consideration from all 
Senators because the privileges and preroga- 
tives of the Senate were involved in the 
question. Mr. Fairchild and his associates 
were certainly engazed in the work of 
‘Officers of the United states. They had 
not been nominated tothe Senate and con- 
firmed by the Senate. Therefore there had 
been a violation of the Constitution. He in- 
timated that the President of the United 
states was ‘‘altogether too willing to violate 
the language of the Constitution. 

Mr. Chandler satd it was with great re- 
juctance that he criticised the President of 
- the United states, because he was to-day en- 
gaged in supporting the President in his 
earnest efforts to secure the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman act, but he thought 
that the President was too much given to 
disregarding the express provision of law, 
and when he reached a determination, to at- 
tempt to carry it out whether he found law 
for It or not. 

Mr. Chandler sent up to the desk and had 
rend the letterof Appraiser Cooper of the 
New York Custom-house tendering bis resig- 
nation because of the treatment he had re- 
ceived at the hands of the commission. 

Mr. Sherman (Rep.) of Ohio inquired 
Whether there was any authority in law for 
the appointment of the commission. 

Mr. Chandler said there was not. Before 
golng into that question, however, he wanted 
to show the character of the work the com- 
mission had deen doing. He then read from 
New York papers reports of the proceedings 
of the commission. He read from a New 
York paper a statement that after Grover 
Cleveland was elected President one of the 
first decisions which he and his advisers 
reached wasthat places must be found for 
some of the anti-snapper Democrats in New 
York State without violating the civil service 


pretension. : 

He called this statement especially tothe 

ttention of the Senator from New York (Mx. 

uh in order that that Senator might tell 

e senate if he pleased whether any of the 

cancies that had been made by the com- 
.sssion had been filled by anti-snapper 
Democrats only, or by Democrats who be- 
longed to that wing of the party to which the 
Senator belonged. 

Another article which he had read said ex- 
Secretary Fairchild was on the fraud role’’ 
along with spies and detectives. Mr. Chand- 
ler argued that there was no authority in 
law for the appointment of the Commission- 
ers, as 4 reference to the Constitution 
showed, and t great document could 
not be recurred t often when there was 
a President in theWhite House, who, in tha 
making of appointments, was willing to vio- 
late the language of the constitution. 

Referring to the repeal bill Mr. Chandler 
said he was now engaged in supporting the 
efforts tosecure the repeal of the silver law. 
This would not deter him, however, from 
criticizing the President, who he thought was 
giventoo much to disregarding the provi- 
sions of expressed law and to make a law 
unto himself and in t White House when 
he reached a determination to attempt to 
carry out that detefmination, whether he 
saw law for it or not. . 

Mr. Chandlerin support of his argument 
cited the appointment of Mr. Cleveland in 
his former term without the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate of Wm. T. Putnam and 
James B. Angel as commissioners to negot! -

HERR RICHTER BITTERLY DENOUNCES 
HIS OLD ALLIES. 


The Reichstag Resumes Ita Session Nov. 
20—Ahlwardt’s Voice Will Again Be 
Heard— Emperor William Hunting Elks 
in £weden—The Italian Loan—Crispi's 
Telegram to Prince Gismarck and the 
Ex-Chancellcr's Rep)¥—Beriin Topics. 


BERLIN, Sept. 30.—Interest inthe Prussian 
elections is heightening in proportion as the 
great. party groups develop their concern in 
the results. The indirect election system 
that pravails in Prussia with class represen- 
tation has tended in the direction of popu- 
lar indifference towards the elections. This 
year, however, there is some reflex action, 
caused by e agitation accompanying 
the Reichstag elections, and this 
livens up the party spirit. Both 
factions of the Freissinnige party, the 
National Liberal, Centrists and Conserva- 
tives, alfke intend to take part in the fray. 
The Socialist leaders differ as to the policy to 
be followed by the party. Herr Singer ad- 
vises the Socialists to abstain from voting, 
saying that as indirect elections paralyse 
the popular will, the Socialists can do noth- 
ing except through political combina- 
tion, which the party ought to 
despise, Under the influence of Herr 
Singer a majority of the Socialisti> 
Committee has advised the party to hold 
aloof from the elections. An infiuential 
minority insists, however, that the party 
should take part inthe elections, and doubt. 
less anumber of Socialists will respond to 
this advice. 

The Radical Unionists, one faction of the 
Freissinnige party, still maintains its 
conflict with the other factions—the 
Richterists—though no great ques- 
tion ought to divide them on the 
Prussian elections. The recent feud in the 
party over the army bill has left apparently 
irreconcilable hatreds between the leaders. 
Herr Richter is again distinguishing himself 
by the violence of his denunciations of his 
old political friends. 

REFORMS DEMANDED. 

The National Liberals will appear in the 

lists witha definite and practical progress. 


-| This party wili demand the extension of the 


State railways and canals, improved naviga- 
tion in the rivers, reform in the finance, 
amended taxation, and, finally, resistance 
to the extension of ecclesiastical influence in 
the national schools. The elections will 
largely turn on financial, taxation and edu- 
cational! questions. 

Rector Ahlwardt, the Jew-baiter and mem- 
ber of the Reichstag, is about to begin in the 
Ploetzen Prison the service of the sentence 
Im posed upon him for libeling Loewe & Co., 
the Hebrew rifle manufacturers. Ahlwardt 
appealed from the sentence, but the Court of 
Appeals sitting in Liepsig confirmed the 
judgment of the lower court. 

The Reichstag will not resume its session 
before Nov. 20. When the House opens, the 
voice of Ahlwardtism will be heard, louder 
and more powerful thanever. Disgrace and 
social disrepute do not affect Ahlwardt's in- 
fluence. At a recent Congress of North Ger- 
man Anti-Semites his programme found 
unanimous acceptance. Among the pro- 
posals there submitted and accepted was the 
a ds urd one of forbidding Hebrews to have 
German servants. The Congress declared a 
new departure on the part of anti-Semites in 
denouncing alliance with the Conservatives, 
with whom the party at one time afllated. 

The resolution adopted declaring that the 
anti- Semites should oppose all indirect taxa- 
tion that burdened the lowerand middle 
classes, proved the desire of the party to 
split with the Conservatives. 

Another section of the anti-Semites held a 
meeting at Cherbourg and by their proceed- 
ings appeared to be less inclined to desert 
the Conservatives on hearing from Herron 
Libberman and Von Sonnenburg, who 
pledged that by the support of the Conserva- 
tives their faction would, obtain places on 
the Reichstag committees. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM. 

According to dispatches received here from 
Stockholm, Emperor William is now hunting 
elkson the Hunnsburg. The party have al- 
ready shot forty animals. The Hon. W. W. 
Thomas, the American Minister to Sweden 


and Norway, is taking part in the chase with 
the Emperor. The elks are now found only 
ina limited area in Sweden. Many ofthe 
animals have been driven within the royal 
preserves, where they fall easy prey to the 
Imperial party. At the conclusion of the 
shooting, Emperor William ‘will return to 
Germany on board the Imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern. He will travel to Berlin by 
way of Dantzig. 

Mr. Emil Hoechster, the newly appointed 
Collector of Internal Revenue at Chicago, 
whois now in Germany, will sail for New 
York on Oct. 28, and will enter upon the 
duties of the office on Nov. 15. 

Mr. Mattes, the agent of the United states 
Agricultural Department, has established 
his official quarters in the building in which 
the American Consulate is situated. 

Unsuccessful efforts have been made to get 
German bankers to take a great Italian loan, 
The amount ot the proposed loan is reported 
to De $120,000,000. Italian and German agents 
itis said, tried toinduce London bankers to 
join the proposed synaicate, but the over- 
turesinthis direction were repulsed. The 
scheme was then abandoned. 


THE PAPPENHEIM SEPARATION.

The draft was accompanied by a written 
announcement that it must be accepted with 
out alteration within forty-eight hours, It 1s 
understood that the new treaty does not in- 
clude any conditions which are in excess of 
the terms of the original ultimatum sent by 
France to Siam, - 
M. De Villers threatens that if this treaty 
is not accepted within the time specified, he 
will leave Bangkox. 


THE RUSSIAN FLEET. 

Capiz, Sept. 80.—The Russian feet which is 
shortly to visit Toulon will rendezvous here 
before proceeding to the French port. The 
flagship of Admiral Aveling, who will com- 
mand the fleet, arrived here yesterday from 
Copenhagen, and it was ordered that she be 
quarantined for three days. The flagship 
will await here the arrival of the rest of the 
squadron, The feet will comprise the 
cruiser Dimitri DonskKol, one of the vessels 
that took part in the recent Columbian cele- 
brationin New York; the armored erutser 
Pamiat Agov, the turret ship Imperator 
Nicholas I., the barbette ship Admiral Nach- 
imoff and the deck protected cruiser Rhynda. 


CRISPI AND BISMARCK. 

AISSENGEN, Sept. 30.—Among the many per- 
sons who sent inquiries to this place as to 
the condition of Prince Bismarck was Sig. 
Crispi, formerly Itallan Prime Minister, 
Sig. Crispi’s dispatch was received on Sept. 


7, but no answer was sent until to-day, when 
Prince Bismarck personally indicted an 
answer, saying: 

thank you heartily for the interest you 
take in my recent indisposition, which was 
painful, but not dangerous. i have com- 
menced recovering.’’ 

It is reported here 8 that Prince Bis- 
marek 's condition continued to improve. 


PREFERRED DEATH TO SIBERIA. 
WARSAW, Sept. 30.—Capt. Tomasseviez of 
the Russian artillery, was arraigned before a 
court martial here to-day to answer charges 
preferred against him of ill-treating a sen- 
tinel and forging certain docume&ts. The 
evidence adduced was overwhelming against 


the accused, and the court speedily found 
him guilty and sentenced him to exile in 
Siberia. 

As soon asthe finding of the court-martial 
was announced, Capt Tomasseviez drew a 
revolver and shot himself dead. 


A SPY SYSTEM, 


The Accusation Made Against France by 
the Triple Allinnce.

HIS ESCAPE FROM THE BOONVILLE RE- 
FORM SCHOOL AND HIS WANDERING S. 


He and Five Others Got Away By Jump- 
ing From a Window—Pursued by Dogs 
— Has Been in Almost Every City in 
the Country — His ‘Capture in St. 
Louis. 


Paul Marello, aged 21 years, who escaped 
from the State Reform School at Boon- 
ville, Mo., Nov. 12, 1891, oceupied a cell in 
the holdoveratthe Four Courts yesterday, 
having been arrested on Friday evening at 
Seventh and Pine streets by Cass Wisdom, 
special agent for the Reform School. 
Four other boys escaped with 
Marello, and all have been caught, he being 
the last ot the batch to be apprehended. 
Marello tells an interesting story of the es- 
cape and his subsequent wanderings. 
Four trained dogs kept for the 
sole pur pose of running down 
escaping boys were put upon the trail of the 
fugitives, Marello states, and he gave a 
graphic account to a PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter last night of the fight 
which, he states, that he and dis 
companions had with the dogs on 
the banks ofthe Missouri River, when the 
animals caught up with the fugitives, 
JUMPED FROM A WINDOW. 
made our escape about 6 

in the evening,’’ said 
hy jumping from a second 
story window. We got out ofthe grounds 
through the gate. We plugged the lock of 
the gate during the afternoon so that the 
gate could not be locked until a new lock 
would be gotten. The boys who escaped 
with me were Frank Cox, aged 19 years; John 
Oarr, aged 18 years; Herbert Donovan, 
aged 16 years, and Wilber Mendenball, 
aged about 18.

Yonng Marello said that his father was a 
member of the frm of Marella & Rogers, a 
firm of well-known artists at one time in St.

VAN ALEN AS A SYMPTOM. 


The Van Alen case, coming so soon after 
the bargain by which John Wanamaker 
procured a seat in the Harrison Cabinet, 
reveals a condition of political morality 
not pleasant to contemplate. 

The existence of a class which controls 
political action by means of money is al- 
ways a menace to free government. Ithas 
proved ruinous to more than one republic, 
and like conditions prevailing in this 
country will of necessity produce the same 
consequences. 

The danger liesin the fact that the pos- 
session of great wealth is not necessarily 
accompanied with an interest inthe com- 
mon weal identical with that of the masses 
of the population. In case the wealth is 
not acquired by labor, but results from 
mere legislative favor, or from the partial 
Operation of institutions, the interest of 
the rich man is positively antagonistic to 
that of the people, because his income isa 
plain and unearned subtraction from the 
stock of wealth produced by his fellow- 
citizens. It comes to him, not as a reward 
of personal effort, but in virtue of a mere 
privilege or ‘‘ political pull’’ not consistent 
with the natural rights of those who rely 
solely upon their talents for a living or 
their merits for promotion. 

No one can deny that such a condition 
exists in this country. Through the oper- 
ation of revenue laws enacted on the spe- 
cious plea of making work’’ for workers 
and through the almost unconditional sur- 
render of public values by States and 
municipalities to corporations a large part 
of the growing wealth of the country has 
been diverted from its natural and rightful 
channels and poured generously into the 
pockets of a comparatively few individuals 
who are thus tempted to defend, at all 
hazards, a system so fruitful to themselves. 

It is to perpetuate this unequal distribu- 
tion of the benefits of freedom that men 
like Van Alen, William Waldorf Astor, 
John Wanamaker and Andrew Carnegie 
make their huge contributions to the cam- 
paign funds of both parties. They pay for 
the good willof party managers and ex- 
pect undue favors or at least protection for 
favors already received from those whom 
the people elect to promote the common 
good. In States and municipalities the 
same insidious influence works through 
lobbies established by corporations to see 
that no legislation is had aimed at their 
privileges. They are all in politics, very 
much in politics, Their power is not due 
to personal qualities or to their under- 
standing of public needs, but rests entirely 
upon wealth, which is fast becoming more 
powerful than knowledge or patriotism. 

The Van Alens and the Wanamakers are 
not dangerous in themselves, but their 
activity in politics isa symptom of a dis- 
ease in the body politic which must be 
cured if the patient is to survive. 
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JUG-HANDLED COURTESY. 


The courtesy of the Senate rests upon the 
assumption that every Senator is a courte. 
ous gentleman who would not demand 
anything which his fellow members cuold 
refuse without discourtesy. It assumes 
that, when unanimousconsent is asked to 
proceed to a vote and a Senator objects, he 
is prompted by considerations not inimical 
to the majority, but asks delay for reasons 
good and sufficient, and has in view no 
sinister purpose to make a cipher of the 
majority. 

But it is a poor rule that does not work 
both ways. Courtesy demands that the 
one Senator who makes objection treat the 
rest of the Chamber with proper consider- 
ation. He has no right in reason or com- 
mon sense tosetup his own opinions or 
interests and demand that they be treated 
more tenderly than he is willing to treat 
the legislative will of the Senate as 11 
body. Courtesy of the Senate ought 
to mean mutual concession and forbear. 
ance, and common sense certainly sug- 
gests that a very small minority should, on 
this principle, yield to the will of the ma- 
jority.

There has been 
no conquest, in modern times, certainly, 
of a weaker nation by a stronger, with 
which genuine religion and philanthropy 
had less to do; or in which duty and 
destiny had moreof systematic and un- 
scrupulous selfishness. Whetherit be a 
good or a bad sign to hear such confession 
from such a source, it is at least. refresh- 
ing to have the plain truth plainly toid, 
instead of thinly-varnished lies which de- 
ceive nobody. 

India is. indeed, ruled by the sword; 
has been ever since Robert Clive laid the 
foundation of British power by his victory 
at Plassey, June 20, 1757—and will be as 
long as England has a man anda musket 
to defend the most splendid province of 
that Empire on which the sun never 
sets. Just 100 years after Plassey came 
what is called ‘‘the Great Mutiny,’’ which 
taught the conquerors a lesson they are 
never likely to forget. At that time the 
army of occupation consisted of about 
277,000 men, of whom only about 45,000 
were Europeans and the rest natives. To- 
day the European troops number between 
75,000 and 100,000, while the natives are 
probably not more than 125,000. In other 
words Engiand learned by the mutiny of 
1857 that native troops are not to be 
trusted in any wide-spread rebellion 
against her authority, and she actually 
holds 260,000,000 people in complete sub- 
jection with less than 100,000 reliable 
soldiers! An imperial race are these En- 
glishmen; the Roman mantie of world- 
wide sovereignty has failen upon them. 

That England has tried, and is trying, 
to make her yoke as easy to the Indian 
neck as is consistent with the maintenance 
of her rule, nobody need doubt, for it is 
manifestly for herinterest todo so. But 
all the padding and gilding cannot con- 
ceal the yoke from the wearers of it. They 
both see and feel it and they hate the 
yoke-makers with deadly and inextin- 
guishable hatred. Not one of those Indian 
princes, blazing with jewels, who rode in 
Queen Victoria’s jubilee procession, that 
would not have gladly washed his hands: 
in her blood if he could. To him she was 
simply the embodiment of a foreign 
power, alien alike to his race and his re- 
ligion, to which he was compelled to sub- 
mit, but which he hoped some day to see 
dragged in the dust. 

Dr. Russell, who was correspondent of 
the Times during the closing months of 
the mutiny, tells a very suggestive anec- 
dote bearing upon this point. He met at 
Simla—where he was obliged to go for his 
health—an Indian gentleman of high rank 
who had been educated abroad, and who, 
under severest temptation, had given no 
sign of disloyalty to the Government. 
When their acquaintance seemed to justify 
it he asked him one day to tell what his 
countrymen really thought about the 
English. The gentleman hesitated and 
begged to be excused, but when Russell 
insisted he said: ‘‘Well, sir, if you must 
know the truth, my people regard yours as 
mysterious, superior and malevolent be- 
ings whom God allows, because of our 
sins, to afflict us for a time—bué not for- 
ever. 

India is watching and waiting for her 
opportunity, which sooner or later is sure 
tocome. When it does she will drive the 
last Englishman into the seaand give In- 
dia to the Indians. Meanwhile, England 
remembers, and will not let India forget, 
that we rule that country by the sword.

A HIGH tariff organ has this curious par- 
agraph concerning the work of the Wilson 
Committee: 


The idea of a tariff for révenue found espe- 
cial favor when there had accumulated inthe 
United States Treasury a surplus, derived 
largely from customs duties. Whatever force 
such a theory may have possessed at that 
time has entirely disappeared with the com- 
plete change of conditions. Instead of a sur- 
plus the nation is confronted with an enor- 
mous deficit. In addition to this the neces- 
sary expenses of the Government have 
largely increased. Last year it took $382,- 
597,510.56 to run the Government. This year 
it will require something like #500, 000, 000. 


Precisely; the enormous deficit was 
created by the Republican party under the 
lead of Harrison, Reid and McKinley, for 
the purpose of making a low tariff im- 
possible. But they overshot the mark. 
The present duties are so high that im- 
ports are discouraged and in many in- 
stances prohibited altogether. When they 
are lowered imports will increase and 
more revenue wiil be received than before. 
A careful adjustment will be needed, but 
on the whole customs duties may be ex- 
pected to increase after McKinleyism is 
abolished. Besides a tax on incomes is 
contemplated. This will fall largely upon 
the men wno dictated the McKinley law. 
They will be hoist with their own petard. 
The situation is very satisfactory.

THE following passage from Mr. Glad- 
stone’s great speech was cheered lustily: 

If it shoul4 ever happen inthe vicissitudes 
of political affairs that the House of Lords, 
by some accident or collateral process, should 
bring about a dissolution of the House of 
Commons, depend upon it, the people will 
not consider the home rule bill alone, but 
will mix with itanother question upon which 
the Lords may bitterlr lament, when it is too 
late, that they ever raised an Iissuc. 

These are ‘‘words with the bark on 
them.’’

That they 
undersiand the gravity of the situation is 
clearly shown by the prompt approval 
given this bold utterance by the Premier.

At the regular meeting ofthe Elieardsville

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L ao not go to the theater much in these lat · 
ter days, partly because I went more than 
enough in earlier days, but because 
there is not sufficient induc The other 
evening, howevs-, I made an exception to 
what has almost become a rule, and I went 
to see a new play with an old name, The 
Girl I Left Benind Me’’—presentea by a New 
York company of more or less high repute, 1 
had reason to wish before the performance 
was over, that “the girl’’ had been left still 
further ‘‘behind me’’—even out of sight and 
hearing; and to believe that whatever high 
repute, ifany, the company has achieved ig 
unmerited. The play is what, for lack ofa 
better name, I must call dramatic ‘‘rot}’’ and 
the players, barring one or two tolerable 
people, were worthy of the play. Yet 
the audience was large and appare 
entiy well pleased, even that por- 
tion who paid $1.50 for their seats, 
It does not seem very long ago since I saw 
Mrs. Bowers, John Owens and other famous 
**old timers,’’ playing to half or two-thirds 
full houses for considerably less money, 
Prices have gone up while the quality of the 
entertainment has gone down. 
I really do not see what.the drama is com: 
ing to, if the present conditions continue, 
and I see no signs of approaching discontinue 
ance. The fact of the matter is that we have 
Killed the dramatic goose that laid the 
golden egg. Twenty-five years ago and less 
every theater inthe country had its stock 
company, the members of which were ex- 
pected to be able to play all or most of the 
standard plays: Tragedy, comedy, melo 
drama and farce. Of course, there was a 
good deal of rough work done, but at the 
same time a very considerable amount of. 
fine work, and the best stock companies - no- 
tably in New York, Boston and Philadel pnhia— 
were composed of genuine artists, every 
one of whom began on the lowest round of 
the ladder and slowly and painfully climbed 
tothetop. Then, and not before, the ablest 
and most ambitidus among them would take 
the road as stars. 
The stock company then was a dramatic 
school, in which actors and actresses were 
properly and thoroughly trained. There are 
no stock companies now—at least, none of 
that Kind—and the consequence is that few, 
very few of the younger generation of actors 
and actresses deserve the name. Is there 
another Booth, Owens, Jefferson, or Mrs, 
Bowers or Mrs. John Drew in sight? If not 
why not? Putting aside natural talent—for 
the simple and ‘sufficient reason that there 18 
no training school to produce them. Now and 
then, of cours, we have fairly good work 
done by thosé who have not had the stock 
company preparation; but on the whole, it 
is—well, we won't talk about it. What is 
the consequence?—or rather one of the 
consequences, The plays are made to match 
the players. None but really good players 
can play a really good play, while a poor 
play only requires poor players. The actors 
and actresses in The Girl I Left Behind ue“ 
could no more present acceptabiy a first- 
Class play, of the lighter kind even—such, for 
instance, as OCaste, ‘‘Ours,’’ or ‘Stil 
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Waters Run Deep’’—than they could trans- 


late Hebrew into Greek, or calculate the 
Glameter of the Dog star. 

It the theater is ever to rise again to the 
high position it once occupied in our social 
and educational economy, its reformation 
must begin very soon, and go very deep and 
very Wide. Nowadays, forthe most part, it 
is a mere burlesque of what it once was and 
always ought to be, ) 

Speaking of actresses reminds me of Fanny 
Kentble,. of whom the English magazines 
have had much to say of late in the way of 
biographical sketches, personal reminis- 
cences, etc. She certainly could lay no claim 
todramatic genius, and, in my opinion, but 
for the fact that she belonged to a great 
agramatic family, would never have been 
heard of outside of London. Even there her 
only pronounced success was the Juliet,“ 
in which she made her debut to helpher 
father out of bis financial diMiculties as man- 
ager of Covent Garden Theater, She was 
very young then, very graceful and rather 
pretty, and so became the fashion for a 
walle; but her popularity did not last lone, 
and when she married Pierce Butler and 
retired from the stage, she was not 
seriously missed dy theater-goers on 
either side of the ocean.

Physical culture is the 
Everybody who wishes to 
be in the fashion indulges in some form of 
outdoer fecreation. Boys and men and 
maids and matrons vie with each other in 
friendly ‘pastimes, Old forms of sport have 
been revived and new ones introduced. Base 
Dall is still the national game, but in some 
parts of America, notably in Philadelphia, 
cricket runs it a good second among 
amateur players. Golf and polo have their 
enthusiastic advocates. Lawn tennis. 
even among ladies, has almost superceded 
the more ladylike croquet. Young men are 
devoting themselves to the cosmopolitan 
culture of the art of self-defense. boxing for 
actual use in America, fencing for potential 
affairs abroad. Everybody that has 
the leisure swims, and everybody that 
has the means rides. For those 
who are not able to hire or purchase flesh 
and blood horse, the fron horse, known as 
the bicycle, has been invented and is rapidly 
succeeding the real animal even among his 
erstwhile admirers. Young men are sol- 
emniy trained in arts of running, walking, 
leaping. Formerly it was 
thought that the capacity for these things 
came by nature. Now it is known that itcan 
be brought out and developed with more or 
less success in any person whé6 is not abso- 
lutely malformed. 


Nay. even our literature has been affected. 
In the interest of our out-door recreation 
many a well developed youth and muscular 
maiden may be seen to cast aside the last 
new novel witha sneer and devote him or 
herself to the perusal of some work on 
brain, brawn and beauty, wherein is shown 
that any one of the three Bs may best be ac- 
quired by the harmonious development of 
every organ of the body through physical ex- 
ercise. Butisthis true after all? Are we 
brainier, brawnier, more beautiful than 
our ancestors? Is the young man, is the 
young woman of to-day, physically the su- 
perior ef the young man and young woman 
of ten years ago? That is the question which 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter started out to lar 
before competent authorities for discussion. 

One of the first persons he called on was Dr. 
Watson L. Savage, the head of one of the 
largest schools of physical culture in New 
York. 

The doctor looked thoughtful when the 
question was putto him. ‘‘As a matter of 
absolute statistics,’’ he began, it is too 
early as yet to give a positive answer. It is 
only within recent years that the enthusiasm 
for physical culture has arisen. A dozen 
years ago very few people took any serious 
view of exercise. Nowadays most people 
have had their attention drawn to the 
matter. It is too early to say tbat 
these people are going to live longer 
than their ancestors. We can only 
say that there is every reason to 
believe that they will. But it is especially to 
their offspring that we look for the benefit of 
the present athletic training. I believe that 
a happier, healthier and more vigorous gen- 
eration will succeed to the present. The 
future generation will profit by the hygienic 
wisdom of their progenitors, just as the 
present suffers from the 24 — folly of 
theirs. But this is a matter of prophecy. No 
matter how rational the facts upon which it 
is based prophecy can never be statistics.’’ 

But do you not see the good effects of phy · 
sical training upon your own patients?’’ 

„That is exactly whatI was coming to. 
One of the facts noon which my prophecy is 
based is the fact that individuals are bene- 
fited, are made healthierand stronger by a 

roper attention to physical exercise. The 
Bee, the iawn tennis racquet, the fotls, 
the gloves, the gymnasium areas potent as 
the medicine chest—olten more potent. Dis- 
eases and disorders which — 1 can only re- 
lieve are frequently eliminated by some one 
or other of the varteys forms of athletic rec- 
reation. Now, if you or I are bettered by 
these means, mankind, which is the aggre- 
gate you and 1, must be similarly bettered.’’ 

The doctor stopped for a moment, gath- 
ered his brows together in thought, and then 
continued: 

If we would understand how exercise pro- 
duces health and strength we should remem- 
ber that the vitality of the body, as a whole, 
depends upon the vitality of the numberiegs. 
atoms which constitute it. Now at every mo- 
ment of our lives, whenever we make a 
movement, change a muscle of expression, 
express a oes or concelve a passing 
fancy certain cells die and are disintegrated. 
They become useless aud must be removed 
and carried away by the bloodand ejected 
through the organs Whose function it isto 
eliminate them from the body, the lungs, the 

the kidneys, etc, New cells 
be supplied to take their 
place. This also is the junction of the blood 
which carries with itthe food needed by all 
the organs of all the body for their repair or 
for their growth and development. Now the 
health and strength of an individual are in 
direct epee tothe speed and accuracy 
with which the cells or atoms are removed 
and replaced. If the process of disintegra- 
tion is retarded, if the process of repair is 
retarded, the individual health must suffer. 
Now the one agent whieh can effect this 
rocess safely, continuously and healthfully 
s exercise,.’’ 

But is not exercise likely to develop the 
body at the expense of the brain?’’ 

Not a bit of it; Such bodily exercises as 

mnasties. fencing, swimming, riding, danc- 
ng and skating are as much exercises of the 
central nervous system, of the brain and 
spinal marrow, as of the muscles, Take, for 
example, a composite motion like a high leap. 
Mere the muscles employed must begin to 
work in the proper order and the energy of 
each of them must increase, reich its maxi- 
mum and diminish according to a certain 
law, so that the result shall be the desired 
position of the bs and trunk and the 
proper velocit the center of gravity in 
the 4 direction.

Many 
who crow overthe defeat of the champion 
and many admirers of his who are pained at 
his loss of two races should not forget the 
very high stand the champion did set him- 
selfat the beginning of the season. The 
cyclist who makes the circuit and wins all 
his races, and that when he starts in at least 
two a day, says an exchange, is going a pace 
that is bound to tell upon him in the 
way of cumulative effect. Perhaps 
this is what happened to Zimmer 
man. His record this year is unparaileled in 
cycle racing. There was never anything like 
it. He has won about $15,000 in diamonds 
and other prizes and his anticipated win- 
nings are set down at about $20,000. Zimmy, 
miracle though he be, is yet human, and no 
shrewd cyclist has believed that he would 
keep the pace until the ist of November. His 
recent losses, from whatever cause, are but 
the natural sequence of the work he has done, 
Yet it would be folly to expect that Zimmer- 
man das gone to pieces, as bis recent 
victories prove the contrary. Far from it.

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FEDERAL ELECTION LAWS. 


The Importance of Reveal From the South- 
ern Standpoint. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 80.—Abont nifty 


members listened to the Chaptain’s prayer 
in the House to-day. 

Mr. Sayers (Dem.) of Texas asked unanl- 
mous consent for the present consideration 
of u joint resolution extending until the g0th 
of June, 1894, the time for completing the 


work of the eleventh.census. There was no 
objection and the joint resolution was 
passed, 1 

There was na result from the call of com- 
Mittees and the House resumed the consid- 
eration ofthe Federal election repeal bill, 
the passage of which was advocated by Mr. 
Patterson (Dem.) of Tennessee, He depre- 
cated sectionalism in the discussion and he 
criticised the men who would endeavor to 
stir up factional strife by bringing up mem- 
ories of the war. He had nothing to say 
against the Republican party. It was a 
party of great achievements; it was a 
party which had produced great statesmen; 
but thatthe country was peaceful and har - 
monious now was the glory of the national 
Democracy. When the. Confederates laid 
down their arms and returned home they 
had returned submissively. They had re- 
turned with no other pre cece than to obey 
the laws. The greatest calamity which had 
ever occurred to the Southern people had 
been the assassination of resident Lin- 
coln. His licy to rehabilitate the South 
had been the correct one, and it had been 
followed by President Johnson. He then 
criticised the reconstruction acts of Con- 
gress, which he deciared were not in accord 
with the views of any Union man, but in ac- 
cord with the views of the secessionists. 
These laws had deen passed on 
the principle that the south was 
a conquered territory and must be gov- 
erned by the laws of conquest. They pro- 
ceeded on the idea that the sovereignty of 
the Southern States was gone. He then went 
into a history of the enactment of the recon- 
struction measures and traced from those 
measures the passage of the Federal election 
laws. The condition at the close of the war 
left the South with two races—one the sons 
of the grandest race the earth had ever seen; 
the other the most helpless and most for- 
bearing and the most ignorant. The supe- 
rior race should take charge of this helpless 
race. He admitted that there had been 
fraud and violence. No such revolution 
could be accomplished without fraud and 
violence. 

Mr. Henderson (Rep.) of fowa read a letter 
from a friend of his (whase name in advance 
he declined to give), mentioning five coun- 
ties in Western Tennessee where wholesale 
fraud and violence had been committed by 
the Democrats in 1888. 

Mr. Patterson entered a general denial of 
this charge. The Republican party assumed 
that every negro was a Kepublican, and that 
when his vote was not counted for the Repub- 
lican party there must be fraud and violence. 
That wasan entire mistake. If there had 
been fraud, it bad its origin in these Federal 
election laws. ‘These laws were, in the 
South, practically a dead letter. The alter- 
native forced upon the white people of the 
South had been simply awful. Even the Re- 
publicans of the South on economic questions 
voted the Democratic ticket. A tew days 
ago a gentieman from his district came to 
Washington to argue before the Ways and 
Means Committee on behalf ot the Kepubli- 
can view of the tariff. He bad asked the 
gentleman why he was advocating the Re- 
publican view, when he voted the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 

The reply had been that it was necessary to 
vote the Democratic to sustain the Apglo- 
Saxon supremacy, This was a question, 
containued Mr. Patterson, which dominated 
any economic question. The Republican party 
by its legislation had succeeded in drawing 
the color line, and so far as the white people 
of the South were concerned it was a sec- 
tional line. The Republican party would 
never be able by organizing the negroes into 
a party to dominate one of the southern 
States. As long as that party kept up the 
race issue the Anglo-Saxons would stand as 
one man and mae party. As long as the color 
line is maintained the white people would 
maintain their supremacy. He thought that 
the remedy would be found in the Australian 
ballot-box system. If that were adopted 
thousands of negroes in the South would 
vote the Democratic ticket, and thousands of 
white men who now voted with the Demo- 
crats would be found voting with the Repub- 
licans. Let there be kept from the pollg the 
army, the supervisors, the marsbals, and 
let every citizen, whether he be black or 
white, into a booth anu determine by 
himself for whom he would vote. 

In response to a question by Mr. Dalzell 
(Rap.? o Pennsylvania, when Mr. Patterson 
said that If the alternative was given him of 
accepting unlimited negro suffrage or limit- 
ing representation, he would choose the lat- 


r. 

In conclusion he declared that the Federal 
election laws should be eternally repealed, 
[Applause. ] 

Mr. McCall (Rep.) of Massachusetts op- 
posed the bill. He would oppose it at this 
time even Af he believed that the stat- 
utes shoul wiped out. The Congress had 
been called together fora specific purpose, 
and he thought this an inopportune time 
to send this measure here. ‘There ap- 

ared to be some politics in this move, It 
ooked as if it was intended to draw the at- 
tention of the — from the silver ques- 
tion. The Federal election lawg should 
stand on the statute books, because there 
should be no reactionary legislation; they 
should stand there as an evidence that the 
. Government had some regard for its 
citizens. N 

Mr. McNagney (Dem.) of Indiana advo- 
cated the bill, holding that the judgment of 
the American pose was that the Federal 
election laws should be repealed,

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the committee is that of sugar. It is recog- 
med that the tax on sugar cannot be ro- 
stored without exciting some popular pro- 
test, but it is a matter of fact that the tax 
is regarded by most of the members of the 
committee and by experts as a revenue tax. 
It is not proposed by any one who favors re- 


imposition of phe sugar tarif to restore the 
old rate of duty. 

It has been suggested that the rate be fixed 
at iIcenta pound, which would make the 
revenuederived fromiton the basis of the 
importation of 1893, ittle more than - 

. The bounty being $10,000,000 wonla 
make the savingto the revenues from the 
change in the sugar laws nearly $50,000,000. 
It is Agured that the sugar tax is scientific 
and a revenue tax, butthat, as the bounties 
are to be taken away from the sugar-grow- 
ers, a failure to restore any part of the duty 
on the competing article would be unequal 
and, therefore, unfair treatment of the 
sugar-pianters. However, the argument 
that will prevall if the tax is restored will be 
that it is essential to the revenues of the 
Government and that itsreimposition will 
enable the committee to reduce taxes on 
other necessaries that are more serious 
burdens upon the people than the tax upon 
sugar. A strong pressure has been brought 
to bear by the sugar-planters, but whatever 
is done will be done with the view of making 
tne burdens of taxation only lighter to the 
consumer. If the planters are thereby in- 
cidentally protected no harm is done, but. 
the contrary. 

The next source from which a larger rev- 
enue may be derived isthe increased tax on 
beer, recommended by David A. Wells. This, 
according to Mr. Wells“ calculation, which is 
accepted as sound by the Internal Revenue 
Department, will increase revenues from 
that source by about $32,000,000. 

It is not probable that there will be any in- 
crease of the tax on tobacco. Abolition of 
that taxis much more probable, It has been 
long regarded with disfavor in Congress. The 
argument against it is that it is a tax on an 
agricultural product. The fact that the farmer 
does not pay the tax has been often urged in 
Congress, but it produces no effect. 

Whether the revenue point has been 
reached in the tax on distilled spirits isa 
matter not yet regarded as settled by the rev- 
nue authorities. Mr. Wells takes the ground 
that any increase of taxation on spirits 
would result in a decrese of revenues; in 
other words, it is bis opinion that the rey- 
enue point has been reached. 

The internal revenue officers, however, be- 
lieve that Mr. Welis has not sufficiently taken 
into consideration the greatly improved con- 
dition of the service and the methods of col- 
lecting taxes. They 
opinion that the increase of this tax would 
be advisable, but they think that some addi- 
tional revenue could be raised by a slight in- 
crease. 

The only other important source of in- 
creased revenue that will be considered by 
the committee will be that of an Income tax. 
So greata number of Congressmen have éx- 
pressed themselves in favor of the imposi- 
tion such a tax that it is generally 
believed that the proposition will carry by a 
large majority. Several modified forms of 
income tax have been suggested. One of 
them, which emanates from Congressman 
Johnson of Ohio, provides that a tax De 
levied on the profits of corporations, which 
are known through public reports, and on 
rents, whicki may oe ascertained from third 
parties, This idea is based on tite theory 
that an Income tax unfversalin its applica- 
tion is a voluntary tax paid by honest people 
and evaded by the dishonest. The employ- 
ment of spies by the Government, it is urged, 
is altogether contrary to our theory of per- 
sonal independence, Mr. Johnson thinks 
that he would avold the disagreeable feat- 
ures of the law and prevent dishonest escape 
from taxation by his pian. 


TARIFF AND SILVER. 


The Protected Easterners Will Not Pro- 
tect the Westerners. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. %80.—On the 
House side the proposed movement to ally 
the silver and tariff interests to prevent ad- 
verse legislation in both cases attracts little 
attention, 

Mr. Outhwaite of Ohio, oneof the Demo- 
cratic leaders, declares that if such a com- 


bination were to defeat legislation in the 
name of tariff taxation it would create a 
tremendous outcry from the people that 
would eventually result to the detriment of 
both interests. He looks upon it as an at- 
tempt on the part of the protection interests 
to hold aclub over the Republican silver 
men in the Senate who threaten, Senator 
Wolcott declared, to wreak their vengeance 
on protection unless the Eastern Republicans 
who were supporting the silver repeal bill 
withdrew their support. 

Representative Sayers of Texas, Chairman 
of Appropriations, says that such a combi- 
nation igs chimerical, Ihe great public ques- 
tions, like the tariff and silver, said he, must 
be separately settled, each on {ts merits. 

Mr. Burrows of Michigan, one of the Re- 
publican leaders, said he had given the 
scheme some thought, and while it might be 
feasible as far as the Republicans were con- 
cerned to solidify the anti and free silver Re- 
publicans in the defense of protection, it 
could not be made effective because there 
was no Democratic strength favorable to 
protection to be arrayed on the side of the 
movement. 

Mr. Dalzell of Pittsburg, the Republican 
Representative who comes from the heart of 
the protected district,says it is a wild scheme 
that ought to be condemned. He does not 
think it has any backing except on paper. 

The Administration men in the Senate in- 
sist that there will be no — 2 — on the 
pending bill, but that if there is any com pro- 
mise it must be by the introduction of an-

Louis association 
about fifteen months old, which promises to 
loan a member $300 on each share, and take 
back this $300 so advanced in monthly install- 
ments of 88 per month, and promises to re- 
lease the deed of trust in 100 months, the bor- 
rower thus paying not a cent of Interest. 

„But, most wonderful of all, they 
promise to gtve the non-borrower, who, in 
100 months, has paid $100, the sum of $200, or 
just 24 per cent perannum. To see the fraud 
in this statement recollect that the borrower 
is to repay in monthly instaliments just the 
$300 borrowed without a cent of interest, and 
yet they promise the investor an even 24 per 
cent per annum. What fools we mortals be 
to believe such trash. 

Only yesterday, Itound at my door a circu- 
lar of the Home and School Building and 
Loan Association which, in very distinct aud 
emphatic terms, promises that the invest- 
ment of ‘$5 amonth for 100 months will 
yield $1,200.’ These are the very words of 
the circular. Now, I would very respectfully 
call on the following well known gentlemen 
who are named as directors of the Home an 
School, viz.: Messrs. E. H. Long, Superin- 
tendent of our Public Schools; W. H. WIIcox, 
Principal Marquette School; F. R. x, 
Crow School; H. W. Prentis, Principal Hodg- 
en School, and Wm. Deutson, Professor 
of the Central High School, as expert arith- 
meticians, to come forward and show us how 
an investment of $500 for an average term of 
firty months can produce $700 profits, which 
is just 83 6-10 per annum simple interest.’’ 


INDIANS OBJECT TO sCHOOL 


Trouble on ths Yuma Reservation Over 
Educational Requirements. 


Wisnmarox, Sept. 30.—Acting on advices 
received, the War Department has directed 
Brig.-Gen. Ruger, commanding the Depart- 
ment of California, to send a company of 
troops to the Indian reservation formerly 
known as Fort Yuma, near Yuma, Ariz., 
where trouble is brewing. The trouble is 
caused by a school law to which the Indians 


are believed to object. Fort Yuma was 
abandoned as a military post because 
of its unhealthy location. This in- 
formation was received at the Interior 
Department by telegraph to-day from the 
Indian Agent, Ek. Studelow of the Yuma 
Reservation, and Secretary Hoke Smith on 
receiving the dispatch immediately followed 
it to the War Department with a request 
that troops be at once sent to the scene of the 
outbreak. 

The ugent in his dispatch informed the 
Secretary of the Interior that Chief Maguel 
had been accused of preventing the Indian 
children of the tribe, of which he was for- 
merly chief, from attending school. 

Yumas, among whom trouble has 
arisen, number 1,000. ernelr reservation is in 
the southwest corner of California, on 
sides of the Colorado River, 150 miles from 
Phoenix, Ariz. The school-house attacked is 
the old Fort Yuma. The Yumasare consid- 
ered by the Indian Bureau of the degraded 
and lazy sort. They have always been noted 
for their friendly relations with the whites,

Fort Grant in Eastern Arizona. It would 
take about forty-eight hours for the soldiers 
to reach the scene of the trouble from that 
point.

To this the Queen naturally objected, 
patiently as she had borne the pretensions of 
the King’s mistresses, and the entire capital 
sided with her. Lola, however, was not dis- 
mayed, and sought by political intrigue to 
gain her ends, endeavoring to consoit with 
the Protestants against the Jesuits, a plan 
that proved impracticable. There was no 


folly too absurd for her. She insulted the 
nobility, overturned ail law, and was her- 
self insulted and jeered by the rabble in the 
street. She even went sofaras toshut the 
door of the King’s chamber in the Queen’s 
face when that loyal wife came to- visit her 
husband, who was lying ill. An angry mob 
surrounded the palace and demanded la’s 
dismissal. The King’s daughter-in-law went 
down on her knees and prayed her father to 
send the woman away. But the old dotard 
refused, and whined and sighed, declaring in 
effect that lite without Yum Yum would be in- 
supportable, | 

hen the mob repaired to Lola’s house and 
assailed the King with angry words as he ar 
rivedand attempted to enter. Lola, who 
had wonderful courage, came outon the 
balcony, threw a — into the crowd and 
‘thrust her tongue in her cheek at the peo- 
ble. But public opinion triumphed at last; 
the woman was banished from the kingdom 
and withdrew to Switzerland, where she 
found a younger and an equally foolish 
lover. Overcome by vexation and shame 
Ludwig abdicated the throne in 1848 In favor 
of his son, Maximilian II., and retired to a 

alace in the Palatinate, where he lived a 

tter lite and wrote worse verses. It is 
an interesting fact that whenever thereafter 
he visited the court and city he was treated 
with consideration that showed apparent 
forgetfulness of the past. 

Ludwig Il. came to the throne, succeedin 
his father, Maximilian, in 1864. He starte 
out with exalted ideas of whata king should 
be, but a disappointment in love, the infidel- 
ity of the beautiful daughter of the King of 
Austria, to whoin he was betrothed, changed 
the whole tenor of his life. To revenge 
his personal wrongs he threw himself 
into all sorts of extravagances. He be- 
came a woman hater, encouraging none 
of . interesting women Who could 
have rhaps made his life a natural and 
happy one; he lived more exclusively than 
ever, and more 1 ntly than ever, and 
his peculiar solitary life and final insanity 
seem to prove that his early romance had 
been an aneon uerable disappointment. He 
devoted himself to castle building and to 
music, and it is te him that the world is in- 
debted forthe early consummation of Wag- 
ner’s dreams. Operas were written to and 
for the King and rehearsed simply 
for his benefit.

The absurdity of weak and half-idiotic rule 
was displayed in France in the reign of the 
Merovingians or ‘‘do-nothing kings.’’ For- 
tunately forthe country — Mayor of the 
Palace was the real sovereign, if not the 
ruler in name, Childeric III. was the last of 
this race, and a pretty idiot he was. The 
greater part of his time was spent in per- 
forming the one office in which he was 
ficient, curling his hair and dressing his 
beard. When Charles Martel, on certain oc- 
casions, exhibited the „King“ to the peo- 
ple he was greeted with shouts of laughter, 

he merriment increasing as the monarch 
stumbled on the throne, ran his fingers 
through his beard and repeated the few sen- 
tences he had learned after tremendous 
study. Charles the simple, who belonged to 
the Carlovingians, the race that reigned 
from the eighth to the eleventh century, was 
despised by his subjects. In what contempt 
he was held was shown inthe story of the 
Norman soldier who pretended to kiss the 
King’s foot, raised the royal leg so high as to 
tumble the monarch backwards from his 


Prince Regent Luitpold. 
seat. Yet Charles reigned thirty-one years, 
and was only deposed by stratagem. Charles 
VI. of the House of Valois died a maniac, the 


dissensions in his reign and his own mental 
incapacity enabling the English, under 
Henry V., to conquer a large part of French 
territory, recaptured by Charles VII. The 
unfortunate Charles resembled Ludwig in 
this respect, that early in life he had so 
gained the affection of the people that later 
misfortunes could not obliterate it. 

Ferdinand I. of Austria was another gen- 
tleman who thought he reigned Fand didn’t. 
He came tothe throne in 1835, and was com-

inand played the piano well, and here his 
qualifications cease During his reign he 
was the butt of ridicule for his subjects, who

New Yorn, Sept. 30.—Christian Grotrian 
came to this country some thirty. years ago 
from Braunchweig, Germany, and went into 
the liquor business. He speedily made a 
small fortune and retired. He was a shrewd 
man, and while living a seemingly quiet and 
uneventful life with his ehildless wite, he 
managed to increase his means by real estate 
speculation until he as worth $100,000. 
Several of Grotrian’s retires came on later. 
Henry Plapper, a nephew, nas a bakery on 
Third avenue, where hé lives with his two 

sisters, and nis brother, Karl Plapper, lives 
in Harlem. Very friendly relations 
exis:ed between the Plappers and the Gro- 
trians, and the nephews and nieces were tre- 
quent Visitors at Mr. Grotrian’s house. Mr. 
Grotrian was past middle age and his wife, 
an affectionate, mild-mannered woman, 
rather handsome, too, was a favorite with 
her husband 's relatives.

The relations between the couple were 
seemingly delightful. Mr. Grotrian was ac- 
counted a most faithful husband, When, 
therefore, it came to the ears of Henry Plap- 
per through the gossip of neighbors that his 
uncle was a constant visitor of a woman 
named Nina Fischer, who lived in Bleecker 
street, he at first refused to believe the story. 

The nephews watched their uncle, how- 
ever, and were soon convinced he was not so 
Yaithful and affectionate a husband as he ap- 
peared to be. 

This discovery was made five or six years 
ago. The facts gradually leaked out. Old 
time friends of Mr. Grotriah told the story of 
his infatuation for this woman, Nina Fischer. 
For fifteen years, it appeared, he had known 
her, This hidden life of his had been a secret 
which he had guarded well. Nina Fischer 
was not a handsome woman. She 
was very tall, slim and  fair— 
quite the opposite of Mrs. Grotrian. The 
nephews and the nieces were much scandal- 
ized by these developments, but they said 
nothing at that time to their uncle. 

IN AN INSANE ASYLUM, 

But when, in July, 1879, Mr. Grotrian had 
his wife cofifined in Bloomingdale Asylum, 
declaring her insane, they were indignant. 
They did not believe that Mrs. Grotrain was 
insane. It was only three days after this 


that Henry Plapper visiting his uncle's 
house found Nina Fischer installed there as 
housekeeper. He Was unable to restrain his 
temper and cried out: 

„Is this, then, the reason why you put my 
aunt in the asylum?’’ 

Hard words followed on both sides and re- 
suited in Mr. Grotrian exclaiming: 

„Well, sir; that settles it. I shall not leave 
you a cent of my property. 

Mou need nut,’’ retorted Henry Flapper. 
„ have always made a good living and 1 
don’t want your money.’’ 2 

The presence of the Fisher woman in the 
house ruined Mr. Grotrian’g reputation and 
bappiness. His friends deserted him and he 
took to drink. He died on Feb. 21 of this year 
vf -Bright’s disease. He summoned his 
nephews and nieces to his bedside three days 
before his death, but when they. arrived he 
was too far gone to speak to them. 

HIS WILL. 

When his will was read it was found that 
he had left nothing to Henry Plopper and his 
sisters. The property, which includes sev- 
eral houses in this city, was more or less 
evenly divided among his other nephews 
aud nieces, seventeen in number, Most of 
them live in Germany. There was one clause 
ofthe will which aroused indignation. It 
sonstituted the woman Nina Fischer execu- 
trix and sole trustee for the several trusts 
Created. He left an annuity of only $325 to 
ais wife and reserved rooms for her in the 
Third street house during life. 

Nina Fischer soon afterward was com- 
relied to leave the house by Kari Plapper, 
ne ofthe heirs, andthe Plappers say she is 
ow living with another man somewhere on 
Tfth street. 

MRS. GROTRIAN INSANE. 

Not satisfied that Mrs. Grotrian was really 
asane, her friends caused an investigation 
o be made before Judge Pryor, a short time 
previous to her husband’s death. Mrs. Gro- 
trian settled the question herself by making 
a scene in court, which caused Judge Pryor 
toorder herto be removed from the room. 


PLEASURE YACHT BURNED,

Kuli PASHA’S DAUGHTER. 


The Wail Now Amine Her Father’s 
Friends in Germany. 

New Tonk, Sept. 30.—That Emin Pasha is 
dead is now accepted asa fact. The last in- 
formation comes from a Belgian officer in 
charge of the Nyangwee Station of the Congo 
Free State. Emin was apparently making 
his way towards the west of the Congo coun- 
try, and when within four days’ mareh of 
3tanley Falle he was murdered by the Arabs, 
probably for the sake of the twenty tons of 


ivory Which he had with him. This was pre- 
sumably only a portion of the great humber 
of tusks which he had collected 
Governor of the Equatorial prov- 
ince, and while he was cut off 
from all communication with the outside 
world, It was his principal wealth, the re- 
ward of so many years of service in Africa. 

It was doubtless to get session of the 
valuable treasure of ivory that he once more 
ventured into the interior of Africa after he 
had been torn away by Stanley. With the 
proceeds from its sale it is thought he hoped 
eventually to be able to retire from Africa 
and spend the remainder of his days in Ger- 
— at Neisso, in Posen, where 
his sister, Fraulein Melanie Spretzer, stil! 
lives. min, it is thought, intended 
eventually to bring home with him his little 
daughter, Ferida, the daughter of an AbDys- 
sinian, born on Nov. 26, 1884, and who, after 
the death of her mother in 1889, was taken to 
Bergamayo, on the African mathland, op- 
posite Zanzibar, by her father, legally 
adopted, and placed in the care of an Arabian 
nurse named Fatuma. But the little girl was 
harshly treated by the Arab woman, She 
was tatooced from head to foot, and was 
gradualiy sinking into barbarism,’ when 
through the intercession of one 
of the German Diakoness Sisters at 
Berga mayo, she was transferred to the home 
of an interpreter named Mariano. There she 
remained until the first rumors came to Ber- 

amayo of Emin Pasha’s death, when the 

lakoness Sister Lies (Fraulein Lies Bader) 
took her to Germany and placed her in the 
home ofthe dead explorer’s sister at Neisse, 
where she is now being educated. 

Little Ferida is a most interesting little 
girl and is as devoted to her aunt as her aunt 
and all her relatives are to der. 
she is described 98 being of a 
very happ dis position, but has 
stilla wild will of her own, which, howeverf, 
only serves to make her more attractive. 
She has been described by German writers as 
possessing unfathomable black eyes. Her 
Skin is of a very dark brown olive color and 
she has two rows of beautiful teeth. lier 


writer, long silken black eyelashes, bold) 
arched, deep black eyebrows, and, above all, 
glowing glances lend a pecUliar charm to her 
small, regularly formed head — a 
Charm which is hardly broken by 
her somewhat pendent lips. Feri, as 
the little one is called, is an affectionate 
cnild, but is playful as a kitten and never 
wearles of teasing her newly found friends 
and relatives. When asked if she intends to 
return to Africa she looks frightened, shakes 
her little head energetically, tears start from

She refuses to believe that her hus- 
band is dead, or was ever unfaſthful to her.

Anyway, 
the heirs are dissatisfied with the adminis- 
tration andthe whole affair will probably 
goon appear in the courts.

PROFESSIONAL TRADERS HAVE COM- 
PLETS-POSSESSION ALL WEEE 


Plenty of Money on Wall Street Now 
Call Loans Get Down to Two Por 
Cent.—Gold shipments Expscted—Im- 
provement in the Railway Situation 


Which is Demonstrated. 


Nuw Yorr, Sept. 30.—Speculation for the 
week has been entirely dominated by the im- 
pressions prevailing concerning the chances 
of the repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act. The extent to which the mar- 
ket is dependent on this one event can be 
seen when ft 1s noticed that almost every 
day of strength or weakness bas found its 
motive in the reports from Wasbington that 
the outlook for repeal was bright or dark. 


The result has been an unsatisfactory mar- 


ket from every standpoint save that ofthe 
professional trader in stocks, and for his 
purposes it must be conceded that no better 
market could exist. The fortunes of the 
stock list have become so interwoven With 
those of the repeal bill that none of the cur- 
rent events has been Able to affect it con- 
siderably or for any length of time, whether 
the news was good or bad. The rapid apd 
threatening rise in sterling exchange did for 
a while do so, but that rise in turn was not 
alfogether disassociated with the situation 
in Washington and might justly be classed 
as one of its corollaries, 

The weakness of the market in the early 
part of the week was due to the hopeless 
outlook for repeal, and the marked improve- 
ment inthe final dealings has no further ex- 
cuse or cause than the apparently better 
chances that the silver Senators would re- 
cognize their position as a minority and de- 
sist from their interminable speechmaking. 

The stock market resulting from the dom- 
inance of one singie feature like the above 
has been a most pecullar one. Probably very 
few operators could, without referring to a 
table, tell whether the market has made or 
lost headway during the week. The declines 
and advances have been equally sharp and 
the transitions from buoyancy to extreme 
weakness, and vice versa, have been sudden. 

In a less professional market a more staple 
movement of prices would exist. An outside 
operator having bought or sold stocks on his 
judgment of the legislative outcome would 
rest on his venture for the result. But the 
present dealings in the stock market are con- 
ducted by the room traders of the Stock Ex- 
change and by a class outside whoare almost 
as profsssional speculators as the former. 
Hence their susceptibility to every fleeting 
development. 

The old time every day stock operator 
would stand by his position until his margin 
was gone, but the present Wall street gen- 
eration is too much educated in its way for 
that, and shifts its position quickly and 
often. As the news from Washington has 
generally been more or less constant and as 
every one has had practically the same 
sources and quality of infurmation, it has 
caused the singular markets of the week. 
Nearly ever one turned at once. Short stock 
was covered and long holdings inereased, or 
long stock was thrown over and short lines 
put out. Such speculation has developed the 
violent fluctuations of the week’s market. 

An er condition growing out of these 
conaitio sthat the tone of the market is 
often unsound. When it has appeared as 
buoyant as possible it has always lacked 
genuine absorptive 8 On the very 
strongest periods of the market it is doubt- 
ful whether it would have stood the pressure 
of a large volame of long stock. It appeared 
strong Decause everyone was buying and the 
real supply of stocks is limited. The other 
side of the proposition is equally true. In 
the blue days of the early part of the week 
when quotations were crumbling away an 
every change was toward lower prices, the 
market was not intrinsically weak. The pur- 
chase of any desirable line of stocks would 
have been impossible without sharply ad- 
vancing prices. . 

In other words, the market is professional 
to a degree. Stocks have been taken from 
the street and their holders are taking little 
part in the present game. While the outside 
public are apparently far away from Wall 
street, the strictly trading and professional 
classes are larger than ever before. Many 
brokers who have lost their customers have 
becoine traders themselves. In this way 
there results ajvolume of business which is 
fairly large, but in which the execution of 
orders by others than the class named 
amounts to almost nothing. It is a case ofa 
large number of men who have only their 
own and thelr fellows, fortunes to risk and to 
live on, 

Unless outside play can be brought into 
Wallstreet, the game will prove mutually 
destructive. Beyond the influence of Wash. 
ington developments the market tn itgelf has 
amounted to nothing. When every consid- 
erable brokerage house has a special repre- 
sentative at the capital, detailed to do noth- 
ing but keep the home office well supplied 
with the news of every change in the outlook 
there, the importance which Wall street at- 
taches to the prospects may be readily seen. 
At the same time the week has not been de- 
void of events Which at other times would 
have received more attention, and great 
weight would have been accorded them. 

The overweening greatness of the silver 
question has temporarily put them aside. It 
lias mattered very little if an operator had 
exclusive information of some unfavorable 
development affecting a property of whose 
stock he might bave been short, if the 
Washington advices were temporarily favor- 
able, up that stock would go with the rest of 
the list. At the same time, sooner or later, 
current developments will be freed from the 
influence of the repeal legislation, and their 
effect will have then due weight. The chief 
routine matters bearing on, if not affecting 
the present market are the money and ex- 
change markets, the condition of the rail- 
roads and general business situation. 

The recent abnormal condition of the asso- 
ciated banks is so far righting itself and ali 
the casual forces are working tothe same 
end, that they are scarcely a factor at pres- 
ent. The money market, so far as Wall street 
is concerned, is easy to the point of plethora. 
Call loans are to be made as low as 2 per 
cent, and time loans on collateral are also 
fairly easy. Both conditions resuit in a great 
degree from the fact that demand Is very 
limited, and most lenders will on 
their funds on call or onthe best culiate 
Sterling exchange attheclose ofthe week 
shows an easier tendency, due also to a 
suspension of the demand. The high rates 
brought out some cotton bills andthe favor- 
able outlook at Washington was not without 
effect.

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Be Did Not Fina Much Gold, but There 


were Plenty of Wild Animbls—In- 


hospitality of the Boers—Tribes of |. 


Negroes and Their Costumes—Johan- 
nisburg a City of Modern Improve- 
ments.

NewYork, Sept. 22.—Mr. Joseph W. Ford, a 
slim young man, with an intelligent face and 
no money, 2 years of age, isa fine example 
of what American determination, energy and 
_ persistence may do. Mr. Ford has just re- 
turned to New York m a three-years’ ex- 
' pedition to Africa /in search of gold. He 
didn’t find any gold to speak of, but the en- 
tire trip, many thousands of miles in length, 
was made on a capitat of 18 cents. Mr, Ford 
Says that with 75 cents to start with he will 
guarantee to go from New York to the North 

Pole, thence southerly to the equator and to 
whatever other places may be designated. 
Th fact, this young man’s practical notions 
as tothe value of money would cause the 
eyes of such capitalists as Russell Sage and 
Mr. Gould toopénin wonder. Bothof these 
gentlemen are accustomed to making their 
dollars goa long way, but to make 75 cents 
go around the world would be to them a 
hovel, a fascinating idea. 

Mr. Ford lives in Denver, from which city 
he started out three years ago with a com- 
panion named William Yates with the inten- 
tion of making himself rich by digging the 
gold out of the soil in Southern Africa. The 
réports that had reached America about that 
time telling of the wonderful finds of the yel- 
low metal in the region north of the Trans- 
Vaal were very like those that induced thou - 
sands of American citizens to leave their 
hemes and families and sail across to Call- 
fornia in prairie schooners in 1849. The 
truthful journals printed in Johannisburg, 
the largest city of the Transvaal, anno 
that the leads were inexhaustible and that 
the miners were raking out the metal with 
their bare hands at the rate of thousands of 
dollars a day. No one, the paper added. 
who could possibly reach the mines should 
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Jos. M. Ford. 
neglect the opportunity to reap a fortune in 
a few days at the expenditure of a very small 
amount of labor. No reason was given why 
the editor and nis assistants remained in- 
Johannisburg to publish the paper. 
Young Ford and his friend were carried 
away by the enthusiasm ofthe moment,and, 
) aithough both were poor, determined to 
make the expedition. Between them they 
were able to raise $500, enough it would seem, 
to carry them comfortably to the shores of 
the Dark Coutinent. But the money was 
spent foolishly, and upon arriving at South- 
ampton they were reduced to 37 cents, of 
which Mr. Ford owned 15. Not the least dis- 
couraged, however, they obtained employ- 
ment on a vessel bound for the Cape of Good 
Hope, where they arrived eventually in good 
health and spirits, and with their fingers 
itching to dig up the gold that was to make 
them rich. 
But upon arriving at Jobannisdurg they 
heard with consternation that the glorious 
reports that had been spread abroad as to 
the richness of the new mines had been 
greatly exaggerated at the instance of some 
realestate men in the vicinity, who were 
anxious to attract immigrants, and who 
were not over-scrupulous as to the means 

a ted to secure this end. In order to

“Of making fortunes, only to find that they 
had been duped, these real estate men an- 
announced in circulars that, though the 
gold had not panned out as plentifully as 
expected, still the region would be found 
most adaptable to agriculture, to which the 
new-comers were earnestly invited to devote 
themselves on property which could be had 
at reasonable rates. 

Ford and Yates having come half way 

Around the world in search of gold, were not 
‘te be foiled thus early in the proceedidgs. For 
some months they stayed in Johannisburg 
seeking employment that might enable them 
toreach the mines. Johannisburg at that 
time was 7 years old. Eight years before the 
site on which it stood was a wilderness. The 
discovery of gold and the advent of large 
numbers of inglish and Americans, to say 
nothing of the more easy-going Dutch, had 
wrought a wonderful change. What Ford 
and Yates found was a city containing 45,000 
white population, five theaters, horse 
cars, electric lights, saloons and 
olicemen. The material for the build. 
ings had to be carted from the coast, for 
there was no railroad at that time, al- 
though one has been put up since, which 
extends to Praetoria, the capital, some 
twenty-five miles further inland. The jour- 
ney is made to the mines by foot or team, or 
mitted quite s portion’ of it may be accom.

The sharps would then 
out and invite the farmer to share ina 
rink of coffee, an invitation which was sel- 
dom declined, for the reason t nat coffee is 
the universal drink of the Traansvaal, and 
is dearly loved by the Dutch. After coffee 
farmer was led into conver- 
and and the sharps invariably 
story about a man whom 
they had once seen win an enormous 
amount of money by means of an apparently 
simple card trick. This trick proved to be 
the great American. diversion of three-card 
monte. The Boer, becoming iaterested, was 
induced to makea wager, which was, of 
course, the beginning ofthe end. It is said 
that as much as $25, has has been won at a 
single sitting of this kind. Repeated swin- 
dlings have so incensed the country Boers 
that they will not tolerate thesight of an 
Englishman, and it is not surprising that our 
two American friends,upon asking ata farm- 
house fora drink of water, were told that 
there was plenty of water ina spring three 
miles away. 
So carefully had Mr. Ford managed his 
finances during the trip that he still retained 
possession of his 15 cents when he arrived at 
the mines. He readily found employment as 
aminer, for all Americans are supposed to 
be skilled inthis respect. The place ve 
he camped was called Fort Salisbury, a small 
mining village situated on the plateau of a 
ridge that traverses a great length of. Africa. 
The neighborhood has an interesting history. 
Fifteen miles east of Fort Victoria, just south 
of the Zambesi River, are the ruins of a town 
supposed to have been built by the Pnoni- 
clans, those inveterate travelers, who are 
constantly turning up at the most unexpect- 
ed places in ancient history. The e 
building’ is circular and has walls thirty feet 
thick. The blocks are about a foot square 
and are laid one on top of the other, no more 
tar being used, The circumference of the 
structure was about halfa mile, and it was 
undoubtedly used or intended to be used as a 
fort. 

Atthe minesthe young Americans were 
thrown among strange companions. These 
were mostly negroes, but of numerous differ- 
ent tribes. The costume ofall consisted ofa 
breech-cloth and various heavy bracelets 
and chains. The women wore leather aprons, 
brass bracelets and necklaces and earrings. 
One tribe, the Makalakas, who inhabit the 
district immediately north of the Transvaal, 
are exceedingly timidand retiring in their 
disposition, They are agriculturists, and run 
atthe sight of a white man. Mr. rd has 
observed that they have a peculiar fondness 
for climbingup to the tops of high rocks, 
where they will sit for hours ata time with- 
out moving a muscle. This odd custom was 
formed from the A of getting 
out of the way of the Mata bele, an- 
other tribe dwelling on the plain west of the 
ridge before mentioned. hese Matabele 

erlodically swoop down upon the defense- 
ess Malakas and Mashonas, a third tribe liv- 
ing in the mining region, and carry off their 
wives and daughters. They are great bullies 
and fight with heavy, knotted clubs. Their 
chief is Lo Bengula, who gave the concession 
to the Chartered company.for all mining 
n in Mashonaland. Lo Bengula, 

owever, refused to grant the same privileges 
in his own country, and, in spite of repeated 
efforts, the white men have been unable to 
get hold of the Matabele country for mining 
urposes. It would be useless to attempt it 

y force, as Lo Bengula has a mighty host of 
warriors at his back ready and eager to fight. 
The whites have offered all sorta of blandish- 
ments without avail. Ihey recently made 
him a present of two fine English bulls, 
brought all the way from England. ac - 
cepted the bulls with thanks, but gave noth- 
ing in return. 


After afew weeks at the mines Mr. Ford 
became thoroughly disgusted. Here is his 
story in his own words:

„After leaving the mining region and 
starting for the east coast we came across 
plenty of wild animals. 1 have seen hun- 
dreds of lions, hippopotamuses, rhinocer- 
oses, hartbeest, springbuck and crocodlies, 
We protected ourselves at night by building 
an immense circle of fire, in which we made 
our camp. As for the daytime, I adopted 
the policy that a wild animal under ordinary 
circumstances, will not harm you if you do 
not offer it injury, and the result was that 1 
had no trouble. 

„he journey tothe coast wasa dificult 
one for several reasons. The road for wag- 
ons from Mapandas to Mars!i, a distance of 
175 miles, is made especially dificult by the 
tsetse y, which kills off all domestic animals 
by its sting, but does not hurt man. In ap- 
pearance it is very much like an ordinary 
horse-fiy, ofa grayish-green color, and with 
its wings crossed. All the transporting of 

oods from the coast to interior towns has to 
done by Kaftirs, each carrying sixty 
pounds. These porters, or carriers, travel in 
large numbers, sometimes in bands of 200 and 
300, and keep up a constant shouting and 
enone all the time, in order to scare such 
wild animals as may be hovering near,as they 
cannot see, owing to the grass, which is over 
twenty feet high and very thick. Occasion- 
ally a party of Kaffirs going up will meet an- 
other party coming down, when they will 
stop and have a sort of love feast. The meet- 
ing is celebrated by the drinking of their 
special brand of whiskey and by the smok- 
ing of sargu or hemp. he smoking is done 
in an odd kindof pipe. The pipe, or rather 
its stem, for in the use of this queer contriv- 
ance the natives reverse the natural order of 
things, is made ofa good-sized ox horn. 
About one-third of the distance between the 
point of the horn and its large open end is 
inserted a piece of bamboo about three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter, and with an 
opening of about one quarter of an inch. On 
the end of this bamboo piece is the neck 
of an earthen bottle or jug. The 
rim of this fragment fits rather closely over 
the bamboo plece, and to mage the joining 
airtight the pipe-maker wraps a ieather 
band around it. The tobacco, which is a na- 
tive product, and which is smoked in prefer - 
ence to the real leaf on account of its cheap- 
ness, is placed in the earthen fragment. The 
ox-horn is filled two-thirds full with water, 
and when the tobaccois lighted the Kaffir 
pipe is ready for business. The native then 
puts his mouth to the 2 in the horn 
sideways, covers the part of the opening 
which his mouth, beit everso large, cannot 
cover, with hisopen hand and pulls away. 
The smoke is drawn through the water and 1s 
thereby chilled. Otherwise the smoker must 
burn his insides out. 


A group of dusky smokers will sit around 
with one pipe between them, and this 18

Bad several turns at the horn, and the bowl, 
which is rather small, has to be replenished 
over and over again with the half-dried 
leaves. 

Not content with the simple enjoyment 
of smoking, the natives at times in- 
troduce a spectacular performance, which, 
while. it seems humorous to an outsider, 16 
carried on by them most a They are 
assisted in the performances by a hollow 
bamboo about four feet long, and by a cup of 
water. The operator gets a good mouthful 
of smoke from the horn, and, opening his 
mouth atrifie, but not enough to let the 
smoke escape, takes in some of the water 
from the * He then puts the long bam- 
boo to his lips, and, blowing through it 
gently, produces bundreas of smoke-filled 
bubbies. They emerge from the lower end 
of the tube in a milky white form, but do 
not separate if the blowing is properly done. 
The smoke makes the bubbles heavy, and 
they do not fly upward, as soap bubbles 
would but stick to the ground until one of 
them, weaker than the rest, breaks apart 
and sunders the whole chain of which itis a 
link. 

The combination of smoke and water in 
the mouth produces violent fits of coughing. 
This is probably caused by the smoker allow- 
ing some of the queer mixture to get into his 
throat. When the coughing spell comes on 
the pipe is . along to another artist. 
The firs keep up this smoking pastime un- 
tilthe whole assemblage is coughing and 
sputtering. Some white men supposed that 
there was a peculiar property in the hemp 
that induced the smokers to undergo a 
sort of frenzy, but on smoking the hemp 
themselves no unusual effects were experi- 
enced. 

‘*The dancing and singing lasts all night. 
Sometimes the Kaffirs will remain together 
three days before starting onagain. One of 
their favorite stopping places is called Man- 
degas, afterthe chief who lives near by. 
There are big grass sheds at this place, put 
up by the Portuguese. At this place saw 
the skins of 129 oxen lost by Maj. Johnson in 
trying to bring them through the fly country.

You can 
bet we did not stop long inside, but preferred 
the heavy, clammy dew outside to the smoke 
and smell and other things inside.

Otero Denies the Rumor That She Ap- 
peared in the Costume of Eve. 


PROF. DRE. SCHMOLLER ACCDSES THE 


STUDENTS OF LOAFING.

Her great charm is 
her tall, slender figure, and her wonderful 
transparent complexion. Her face, though 
not strictly handsome, is interesting, and her 
eyes and teeth are dazzling. She had many 
gallant adventures in Berlin, and for a time 
was the indisputable leader of the small 
demi-monde society. A certain rich 
banker, Baron von B——, was said to be her 
devoted slave. The fact is that he traveled 
with her a great deal, and both could be seen 
daily in the Cercle des Strangers’’ at Monte 
Carlo last winter for several weeks. It is 
rumored that Mme. de Otero netted out of 
Baron von B—— nearly 1,000,000 marks.

In Kansas City sentiment was 
erystalnzed on Sept. 4; when a petition was 
drafted and signed, asking that Senators 
Vest and Cockrell vote and work for the im- 
mediate repeal of the Sherman law and aid 
m stopping all filitgstering, by 1,000 of the 
most prominent business men and manu-

In the Southwestern part of the State and 
in certain places in the interior where senti- 
ment isin favor of the Senators the views 
are given with impartiality.

The Boara of Directors of the Merchants’ Exchange 
of St. Louis having full confidence in your desire to 
take such official action as will promote the best in- 
gerests of the country in the financial distress now 
prevailing, would respectfully represent that in their 
Opinion the present disturbed financial eondition is 
largely caused by the constant increase of silver cur- 
reuey, and that the repeal of the act of Jaly 14,1890, 
knewn as the Sherman Dill,’ would 
to a great extent restore confidence, 
and we, therefore, respectfully request that yeu 
convince Congress at as early a day asin your judg- 
ment would be wise, te take action looking to the 
repeal of saia act, and for such other legislation as 
will tend to restore confidence among the people.

However, thirty-four children, 
ranging in age from 6 tos years, are being 
taught there now. 
The old shed is about 20x12, and in it are 
crowded close together fifteen donbie desks, 
a platform, the teacher’s desk and à port- 
able blackboard. The floor is almost 
on a level with the ground, and the 
plank ceiling is low. The sides of this 
renovated coal shed are of common, rough 
boards, just the same as those used in the 
construction of any other coal shed, and the 
clinks end cracks are covered with slats.

A RELIGION FOR ALL MER, 


The first person to outline principles for a 
aniversal religion was Mantlal Ni Dvivedi, ot 
Bombay. He submitted a paper on the re- 
ligious beliefs of the Hindoos. He summar- 
ized the great Oriental faith in these few 
words; 

**Hindooism may in general be understood 
to embody the following principal attributes: 
Belief in the existence of a spiritual prinei- 
ple of reincarnation and the observance of a 


complete tolerance. 
Continuing. he said: ‘Having at heart the 


reat benefit of a common basis of religion 
or all men, I would submit the following 
sim le principles for your consideration: 
irst, belief in the existence of an ultra- 
material pripe! ple in nature and in the unity 
of the al 
„Second, belief in reincarnation and salva | 
tion by action 
‘These two principles of a 1 uni- 
versal religion might stand or fall on their 
merits apart from the consideration of any 
philosophy or revelation that upholds them. 
Ihave every confidence no philosopher 
would reject them, no science would gainsay 
them, no system of ethics would deny them, 
no religion which professes to be phlio- 
sophic, scientific and ethical ought to shrink 
paak from them. In them I see the salva- 
tion of man. 


DOCTRINE OF IDEALISM. 


As a substitute for all religions Dr. Adolf 
Brodbeck of Hanover, Germany offered 
‘*‘Idealism.’* His didnt declarations con- 
cerning the old religions created uneasy 
feelings in the Parliament. This is Dr. 
Brodbeck’s outiine of the new religion: 

Its name is idealism. Its confessors are 
called idealists. The aim of this new reli- 
gion is soon explained. Its chief aim is 
idealism—that is, the striving for the ideal, 


the perfection in everything—for the ideal 
of mankind, especially of each inaividual, 
and for the ideal of science and art, for the 
ideal of civilization, for the ideal of all vir- 
tues, for the ideal of tam community, 
society and humanity in all orms. 


REFORMED HtWDOOISX. 


P. C. Mosoondar of the Brahmo- Soma] So- 
ciety of India, presented the faith of the 
reformed or progressive Hindooism, ‘‘It 18, 
he sald, opposed to the castes and has 
brought about intermarriages.

LIVE OF THE FUTURE. 


Pung Kwang Yu, a scholar of China anda 
disciple of Confucius, now Secretary of the 
Chinese Legation at Washington, set forth 
the truths of the great Chinese law-givers.: 
He said: ‘‘The followers of Tacism and 
Buddhism often speak ofimmortality and 
everiasting life. Accordingly they subject 
themselves toa course of discipline, in the 
hope that they may by this means attain to 
that happy sudahistic or Taotstic existence. 
They aim merely to free the spirit from the 
limitations of the body. Taoist and Buddhist 
Priest often speak of spirits and souls, and 
make frequent mention of heaven and ‘hell, 
‘They seek toinculeate that the good will re- 
ceive their due reward andthe wicked will 
suffer eternal punishment, They mean to 
convey the idea, of course, that rewards and 
punishments will be dealt out to the spirits of 
men after death according to their deserts.
